Lots of people think that

cases of poisoning, the 
most 
impel 
taut thing to do is to give an emetic 
to make the patient vomit, but that 
is a very unfortuna te idea, 
for 
in 
some cases it would prove fatal- 
So 
then, tt) he quite sure as to this n u t ­ 
ter of emetics, if the mouth or lips 
are burner or stained, that is usually 
tlte evidence that an acid or strong 
alkaline has been swallowed, and in 
that case emetics must not be given. 
Among acids, salts of lemon aud ce r­ 
tain polishing paste mus' be included, 
while the alkalies are caustic potash, 
caustic soda (lye) and ammonia. 


What we need to remember in easels 
of acid ut alkali poisoning is that we 
must first gi\e a neutralizer, hence ii 
it is acid that Is swallowed the a n t i ­ 
dote or neutralizer is an Alkali, such 
tis Lime Water. Aromatic Spirits of 
Ammonia (teaspoonful in 
glass 
of 
w aler). Baking Soda In water, chalk 
powdered in waler. 
First get patient 
to rinse mouth out. and then let bim 
sip the mixture slowly. 
If it is a strong alkali, then the 
neutralizer or antidote is 
an 
Acid! 
Lemon Juice, vinegar (50-50 in w al­ 
er), grape fruit or even orange juice. 
As before, hist rinse out mouth and 
then let patient drink by sips.
